A BAILWAY-CAR STORAGE BATTERY. 


Ten Lights Maiatained for Thirty Conseca- 
tive Hours—FEiectricians Interested. 
Chair-car No. 517 of the Chicago, Union Pa- 
cific and Northwestern line was thronged 
yesterday afternoon with men who usually 
trayel in the more elegant Wagner coaches. 
rrfere were railroad officials, business-men, 
and electricians of note in the gathering, and 
all were present to inspect a new storage bat- 
tery designed for the hghting of cars by elec- 
tricity. The battery was made in Denver, 
and the inventors claim for it a capacity that 
will supply ten lamps with light for thirty 
consecutive hours.

that this apparatus weighs but 1,280 pounds, 


or about one-half the weight of storage bat- 
teries hitherto in use. This reduction in 
weight means a reduction in cost.

a. m. yesterday. There was no trouble ex-

CARPENTERS WILL MAKE DEMANDS. 


—_———_—_— 


They Want Eight Hours and an Increase 


of Minimum Wages. 


The carpenters of Chicago and vicinity 


have decided to demand an eight-hour day 
after May 1. 
this for three years. They gained a recogni- 


tion of this priacipie in 1887, but it bas not 


been put in general practice. They think 
they have a good prospect for winning this 
year because the National Builders’ and 
Traders’ Association at its recent convention 
adopted a resolution indorsing payment by 
the hour. In this as in all former efforts the 
carpenters expect support from the brick- 
layers. If the latter decide that they will 
not work unless the carpenters are granted 
their demands, the carpenters will have won. 

The carpenters expect some troubie be- 
cause the millmen are members of the same 
organization as thé master carpenters. The 
millmen are the manufacturers of doors, 
sash, blinds, and similar articles, and they 
sometimes send out their factory hands to 


do the carpentering required in putting up 


the things. These hands work ten hours 
and get less pay than the carpenters. There 
has always been a clash in we Master Car- 
penters’ Association between the contract- 
ors and the milimen. 

But the carpenters have burdened their 
demand for eight hours with a request for 
ar. advance of minimum w of from 
85 to 40 cents an hour. This demand may 
destroy ali their chances. of success. The 
Pederatuon of Labor expressly enjoined its 
members to abstain from mixing any ques- 
tion of wages with that of eight hours im tne 
coming struggie and to accept a proportion- 
ate reduction in w in order to enforce 
the eight-hour day. Under these circum- 
stances the carpenters will have no ciaim on 
the support of the Federation of Labor and 
ea ee the brick- 

yers. 

The officers of the United ters’ 
Council, which represents all the union car- 
penters, have been at work since the first of 
the year organizing the men in the trade. 
They claim to have 4,000 members, which 
would leave about 3,000n0n-union men. They 
expect before May 1 to increase the member- 
ship. They also calculate thatin case of a 
strike the non-union men will flock to the 
union. And there will be a strike unless 
their demands are complied with.

A REMARKABLE WOMAN’S DEATH 
. ALONE AND UNATTENDED. 


Abby Maria Hemenway, a Gréen Moantain 
Daughter Whose Life Work Was the 
Publication of a History of Her Native 
State—The Little Printing Oxifit in Her 
Sleeping Apartment—Some of Her Queer 
Treasures—A Case That Will Interest

& small room in the second story of a 
brick cottage, No. 29 Newberry avénue, 
there died afew days ago—unattended and 
alone—a remarkable woman. A lady of un- 
usual qualities, characteristics, and idiosyn- 
crasies, her career was as strange and event- 
ful as her end was lonely, unexpected, and 

A spholar, a historian, and a poet, she 
ggied unflinchingly, amid difficulties and 
reverses, up to the moment of her death, ata 
oan task which sbe had set for her- 


The name of this remarkable woman—at 
the same time noted and ubscure—was Abby 
Maria Hemenway. She was born in Burling- 
ton, Vt. Her family is an oid one in that and 
other New England States, and she pos- 
sessed in a pronounced degree the aggress- 
ive, intellectual, and seif-reliant traits 
of the Yankee. Some members of the 
family moved to Rutland, Burlington, 
and ovher cities of the State and became 
weatthy, but she kept on studying and strug- 


;gling. She had three brothers and two sis- 


ters, all of whom with one or two exceptions 
are now said to be wealthy. The afternoon 


sbe died a letter was received from one of her 


sisters who is the wife of a millionaire. In her 
last and lonely moments she was upable to 
open it, and it was returned to the writer by 
a neighbor who found it near her dead body. 

Miss Hemenway, it appears, first came to 
this city about four years ago, and took.u 
her residence ia sche second story of No. 
ret aagh 4 avenue, where she had since re- 
sided. e lower story of the brick co 
is occupied by a Jewish family, with whom, 
however, she had little acquaintance. 

THE DREAM OF HER LiFS. 

One of the first things ahé did after 
possession of the apartments was to move 
into them a miniature yet practical printing 
establishment. And here was displayed her 
singularly strong and self-reliant character. 
It was but the fulfilling of her dream. 

From her girlhood she had had aspirations 
for literary renown, which were not curbed 
by the necessity she felt that she must teach 
school to gain a sustenance. There is at 
least one man, a head of a family, in this city 
now, who, as a scholar, remembers her as a 
kind but exacting teacher in the Green 
Mountain State. 

While teaching love for her native 
State inspired her with the idea that its his- 
tory and its glories, its dye men and its 
achievements, should be fully written. With 
that idea she resolved to gather from the 
best-intormed people in every section of the 
State a full account of the deeds and. tradi- 
tions or each county. She announced her 
work as ‘“‘ The Vermont Historical Gazetteer; 
@ magazine embracing a history of each 
town, civil, ecclesiastical, and military.” 
The tirst volume of this history, which 
proved to be through ber industry and per- 
severance a voluminous one, was issued in 
1867. In the preface to it she says: “ We 
entered about three rs 
Southern Rebellion,” 
but after pubiishing a few numbers 
“the work not receiving financial support 
sufficient to sustain it during war days,” the 
publication was suspended. Of this histo 
of Vermont our public library has four vo 
umeés, each of which is a tig octavo of about 
1,200-pages. The fourth volume has a dedi- 
cation to the Legislatures of Vermont for the 

ears 1878 and 1880, thanking the members 
or aiding her in the publication of the 
work. The scope of the work she had laid 
out was to embrace six of these big volumes, 
and the assistance of the Legislature of the 
State was necessary to enabie her to'com- 


her task. 

Butthis history of Vermont was not her 
only literary occupation or venture. She 
bad compiled and edited “The Poets and | 
Poetry of Vermont,” and had written a hfe 
of Congressman Meech of that State and his 
family, with whom she had lived until the 
death of Mrs. Meech. 

SHE BECOMES A CATHOLIC. 

Just about twenty years ago Miss Hemen- 
way’s ardent yet austere ana acute nature 
led her tothe dissection and consideration 
of religious creeds and, to the astonishment 
ot her relatives and friends, she aunounced 
herself a convert to the Catholic faith. This, 
naturally, produced atemporary estrange- 
ment th her family, but she remained 
stern and defiant. About this time, it is sup- 

sne wentto live with the family of 
Congressman and in the fervor of 
her new religious feelings and énthusiasm 
com an ecstatic poem, remarkabie for 
its length and verbosity, if not for ite merits, 
which she entitied:. ** The House of Gold, 
and the Saint of Nazareth,” whicn Kelly, 
Piet & Co. of Baltsmore published in 1878 as 
Vol. LIL of the Rosa Mystica series, by Marie 
Josephine. The book is dedicated “To the

The coinage of silver tas saved the 
United States in recent years from a severe 
contraction of the currency and the evils 
which follow when money is made scarce 
and dear and everything else cheap. Besides, 
the outlook for silver is improving, and this 
is no time for the United States to abandon 
the policy of keeping itin circulation at par 
with gold. The great commercial develop- 
ment likely to take place in the near future 
in the Central and South American countries 
will enlarge and improve the market for 
American silver. The United States is seex- 
ing closer trade\ relations with the silver- 
using countries of Central and South Amer- 
ica, and should not scale down the value of 
a product which they will soon be demanding 
in increased quartities. 


GOV. BOIES INAUGURATED IN IOWA. 

Ordinarily the inaugurawon of a Governor 
is not an affair of great interest outside the 
State immediately concerned, but the lowa 
Democrats had with them vesterday hilarious 
delegations from Illinois and Missouri. Chi- 
cago sent 300 enthusiastic Democrats to aid 
in the novel work of installing a Democratic 
Governor ina State which has just lost tne 
reputation of beimg the banner Republican 
Commonwealth. Hempstead, the last Demo- 
cratic Governor of Iowa, went out of office in 
1854, when the Hawkeye State swung into 
the Republican column and adopted the habit 


which was maintained without a break for’ 


thirty-six years of electing Republicans only 
to State offices. When Hempstead retired 
lowa was a young pioneer State, 
just making ready to build railroads 
and start on a remarkable career of progress. 
In its brief record as a Territory and asa 
State prior to 1854 Iowa had Democratic Gov- 
érnors only, and it was the first Western 
Democratic Commonwealth in which the 
light of Republicanism broke strongly torth. 
lowa was the first State to fulfill the predic- 
tion of William H. Seward that the new com- 
munities in the Northwest would surely 
change from Democracy to Republicanism. 
Seward declared that the flood of emigrants 
passing west and “planting a town every 
day and a State every three years” would 
bring into the Union free-labor States that 
must eventually array themselves solidly 
against the: Democratic party. The conflict 
to come was between the systems 
of free and slave labor, anda hence 
Seward held it was impossible that 
the Democratic party could continue to 
command tne support of the agricultural 
States in the Northwest. lowa was prompt 
in fulfilling the prediction, and being the 
first to recant her Democracy and cast it out 
she was afterwards most relentiess and un- 
swerving in keeping Bourbonism excluded 
from office and authority. No wonder the 
ola Democrats who elected their last State 
officer thirty-six years ago were enthusiastic 
over the inauguration of Boies yesterday, and 
with the aid of their visiting brethren cele- 
brated in a manner not contemplated by the 
austere prohibitory code of Iowa. 

In his inaugural address Gov. Boies re- 
marked that his election coula not be consid- 
erea a “purgly partisan victors,” but the 
joy of the lowa Democrats was not checked 
by this statement or by the cirsumstance 
that Boies isa Democrat of recent conver- 
sion and wss previously a Repubiican 
of long standing. In otner Siates Demo- 
crats might regard Boies as a mug- 
Wump rather than a Democrat, or at most 
a Republican disaffected on the prohibition 
issue, but in lowa anything in the shape of a 
Democratic Governor is welcome to the 
Bourbons. However recent Boies’ conversion, 
there is no doubt as to his determinatuon to 
get all the spoils he can for the bungry 
Democrats. Then, too, he will no doubt Op- 
pose prohibition in a manner entirely satis- 
factory tothe Bourbons. Armed with the 
power to grant pardons and remit fines, 
Bores can effectually eston any attempts to 
execute the prohibitory law and can release 
havor-séllers as fast as they are convicted. 
In the betief that he will do so Democratic 
saloonkeepers in a number of towns have re- 
opened dramshops which were closed before 
Boies’ election.

ANOTHER WOMAN'S CRUSADE, 

The people of the little Town of Odon, 
Daviess County, Ind., are in a flush of jubila- 
tuon because the women of the place have 
managed to rid it of the evil of its one saloon, 
The paper printed there is full of extracts 
from the Doxology, the Psalms, and the Beati- 
tudes, with such stirring headlines as “God 
Bless the Women,” “Glory to God,”’ etc., etc. 
The scheme of the women of Odon was un- 
lixe that of the women of Spickardsville, Mo., 
except in one respect—namely: that in both 
cases they gotrid of thesaloon. The method 
of the. Spickardsville women, however, 
though aggressive and destructive, and even 
conceding it to be illegal, seems to us more 
creditable than that of tne Odon women. 

A few mornings ago, according to the In- 
dianapolis Journal, the Odon women, sixty in 
number, met at the Meubodist church, and 
thence marched in a body to the saloon, 
where they talked, sang, and prayed with 
Simpkins, the proprietor, for over an hour. 
They argued with him, told him they aid 
not want to destroy his stock, and de- 
claread that they should hoid him in the 
highest esteem if he would only pack up his 
goods and move away with them. Simpkins 
was sO much affected that he not only con- 
sented 10 go but expressed the pious hope at 
parting that he should meet them all in 
Heaven. The Odon women were so delighted 
with tneir success that they decided to speed 
the parting guest, helped him with a will to 
load his bottles, casks, barrels, and fixtures 
on wagons, and bade him an affectionate 
good-by as he Grove off to Elnora, the next 
town, where he will at once open shop. 

As compared with this business it strikes 
us that the Spickardsvilie women played the 
nobler part, for they broke up the saloon, 
destroyed the wet goods, and took the chances 
of being punished. The Odon women have 
prayed Simpkins out of Odon and into Elnora, 
which is only driving the rash in at one spot 
to have it break out in another. Unless the 
women of Elnora have a gift of suasion equal 
to that of the women of Odon Simpkins may 
be a fixture, or they may pray him back to 
Odon. la any case the women of Odon have 
something for which they are clearly account- 
able. They have imperiled the souls and bodies 
of the people of Klnora, who probably didn’t 
want Simpkins. But even if the women of 
Elnora pray Simpkins out he will only move 
on to the next town, taking his evil with him 
in wagons. Uniess he encounters some 
women of the Spickardsville sort Simpkins 
will ultimately find a resting place, even 
though the amiable creaturo should be 
prayed from town to town all over the State 
of Indiana. He may not stop until he gets to 
Chicago, where he would be safe providing 
he can afford to take out a high license. As 
Simpkins’ resources are limited the Spick- 
ardsviile methoé would be preferabie to this 
process of slow torture. It would be better 
to close out his business at once and com- 
mend him to some more decent calling than 
to pray him along from town to town where 
he is not wanted, The women of Elnora 
have every reason to reflect upon the con-

GROVER CLEVELAND ON GEORGE WASH- 
INGTON, 

“Ts Saul also among the prophets?” Is it 
possible that a man who during the war for 
the suppresion of the Rebellion was a Copper- 
head, who refused to aid the American cause 
with musket, with voice, or with ballot, and 
who did what he could to end hostilities not 
by the defeat of traitors but by a dishonor- 
able and disunion peace; the man who was 
always an anti-Nationalist in politics and 
who has twice been the candidate of the an- 
ti-American, State supremacy, anti-W ash- 
ington and pro-Jeff Davis party for the Presi- 
dency, and who has been hoping to be at the 
bead ofits ticket two years hence, could 
speak tus eloquently and patriotically of 
George Washington, the typical Federalist, 
Nationalist, and American? 


Washington was the most thorough Amer- 
ican that ever lived, His sword was drawn to 
carve out American citizenship, and his every 
act and public service was directed to its estab- 
lishment. He contemptuously spurned the offer 
of kingly power and never faltered in his bope 
to make most honorable the man who could 
justly cali himself an American. In the most 
solemn manner he warned his .countrymen 
against any attack upon the unity of the Govern- 
ment, and called upon them to frown indignantly 
upon any attempt to alienate any portion of the 
country from the rest or to enfeeble the sa 
cred ties that linkedtogether the various parts. 
His admonition reached the climax of its 
power and force when he said: “Oitizens 
by birth or choice of & common country, 
that country has a right to concentrate 

our affections. The name of American, which 

longs to youin your National capacity, must 
always exalt the just pride of patriotiém moré 
than any appellation derived from any local dis- 
criminations.” In an evil hour and amid rage 
and resentment the warning of Washington was 
disregarded and the unity of our Government 
was attacked. In blood and devastation it was 
saved, and the name of “American,” which be- 
longed to all of us, was rescued. From the 
gioom of desolation and estrangement all our 
countrymen were drawn again to their places by 
the mystic bond of American citizenship which, 
for all time to come, shall hoid and ennoble 
them as yeni co-workers in accomplishing the 
National des “4 which to the day of his death 
inspired the faith and bope of Washington.

THE GERMAN SOCIALISTIC MOVEMENT. 

The most notable feature of the general 
election in Germany ‘ast week was the de 
cided increase ia the Socialistic vote. The 
latest returns show that the Socialists have 
made a serious inroad upon the Conservative 
strength and that they will occupy a more 
formidable position in the Reichstag than 
ever before. The total vote, as compared 
with the previous election in 1887, shows a 
Socialistic gain of 567,405 votes. The Liberais 
gained 224,600, while the Center party aad the 
Cartel combine lost over a million votes. The 
result in Berlin strikingly shows the rapid 
increase in the Socialistic yote. In 1867 the 
first Socialistic candidate got 67 votes. In 
1871 it increased to 2,058; in: 1874, 11,279; in 
1877, 31,622; In 1878, 56,147. In 1881 the num- 
ber of yotes dropped to 30,178 under the press- 
ure of the penal laws, but in 1884 it went up 
to 68,910 and in 1887 to 00,107. This year the 
number of votes was 135,000 out of a total of 
less than 250,000. lf the vote continues to 
increase in this proportion Berlin will shortly 
be controlled by the Socialists. 

There is nothing extraordinary in this 
rapid growth, The labor classes of the 
cities are saturated with socialism. It has 
made no headway as yet among the farmers, 
or the property-holaing classes of the cities, 
or the Catholics. It now probably numbers 
@ million and a half of adherents out of ten 
or eleven millions of votes, butif ites growth 
continues in the present ratio Germany will 
settle down inté‘two parties, the Conserva- 
tives and the Socialists. It wili then rest 
with the former to decide whether argument 
and criticism are not more effective than re- 
pression by force or penal laws to stop the 
growth of the social idea in the cities, 

The Socialists. of Germany, although dl- 
vided up into many factions, are united by 
one general idea, and that is that the Gov- 
ernment or State shall control everything in 
order thateach individual may have a com- 
mon and equaishare. Their socialistic State 
is not unlike what Bellamy paints in his 
novel, though it is not characterized by as 
much childish nonsense and absurdity. The 
German Socialists want State owner- 
ship of land, labor, and capital, the 
removal of ali social and . political 
inequalities, the State control of ail indus- 
tries and enterprises, not only of railroads 
ana telegraphs but of beér-shops and bread- 
shops also, the emancipation of labor, the 
establishment of socialistic productive asso- 
ciations to be controlled by the workingmen 
and to be supported by State help, and the 
disbandment of the standing army, which 
would send home bundreds of thousands 
more of men to compete with the laborers 
who complain now that they cannot make a 
living. Such is the dream of the Socialists, 
the ideal socialistic State! Some time in 
the future it may be tried in whole or in part, 
and until it is and it fails, as it inevitably 
will, the scheme will continue to disturb 
German society and politics. tne latest dis- 
patches announce that the Chancellor and 
the Emperor are in harmony again, the lat- 
ter having consented to the introduction by 
the Government of anew anti-Socialist bill. 
It would be premature to criticise it before 
knowing its contents, but any resistance by 
force woulda seem to be the height of folly. 
It would be higher statesmanship to guide 
and control the movement until its adherents 


have realized their folly.

THE POPULATION OF ILLINOIS. 

The returns of the school census of 1889, 
covering all persons under 21 anc all between 
6 and 21, have been tabulated by the State 
Superintendent of Education. They confirm 
the statements made by Taz Trrsunn on the 
strength of the similar returns for 1888, that 
the population of the State outside of Cook

Tt is said that ex-President Cleveland bas 
sold his country nome, Oak View. The new 
owners are a California syndicate which 
recently became prominent here by making 

co extensive line of investment along Con- 
necticut avenue. It is. not likely that Oak 
View will be kept in its entirety as a place of 
résidence. The house will probably be al- 
lowed to stand, but the grounds will be sub- 
divided inte building lots. {t has been known 
foresome months past that Mr. Cleveland 
would sell his property, but the price placed 
upon it was thoyght to put it practically out 
of the market. 

Mr. Cleveland bought the place four years 
ago and, with the improvements he has made, 
the total cost to him was probably in the 
neighborhood of $40,000. About the same 
time Secretary W hitney invested in property 
furtber out, known as Grass Lands. The 
District Commissioners at that time began 
an extensive series of improvements in-that 
direction, and neither Mr. Cleveland nor the 
Secretary of the Navy seemed to think 
there was anything wrong about if.

CHAIRMAN BLANCSARD ON THE CEN. 
TRAL TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION, 


Some Roads Decline to Become Members, 
but He Does Not This a Serious 
Obstacle to the Fut Success of the 
Organization — Talk of Amalgamating 
the Chicago and Ohio River Association 
—National Educational Society Rates 
and Arrangements. 

At a recent meeting of the Central Traffic 
Association Chairman Bianchard. reviewed 
at some length the condition of the associa- 
tion, saying it was on as good a footing as 
any similar association in the country, its ex- 
penses comparing favorably with any other 
organization of its character. The associa- 
won, he said, had never been in better work- 
ing order, with the exception of the difficulty 
over some of the roads declining to sign the 
revised articles of organizatuon on account of 
their objections to certain elauses, touching 
which suggestions as to amendments and ad- 
ditional clauses had been received. 

He asked the managers for instructions as 
to the best manner of procedure in the prem- 
ises, suggesting that a new committee be ap- 
pointed to fturtner revise the articies of or- 
ganization, these revisions to be submitted 
to a future meeting of the managers. 

Mr. Gray of the Pennsylvania urged the 
advantage of having some form of an agree- 
ment satisfactory to all, agreed on as soon 
as possible, expressing the opinion that the 
Chicago and Onio River Association should 
also be merged into the association. He 
thought the agsociatigg was in as good work- 
ing ogder as any similar organization and 
approved the idea of appointing a new com- 
mittee, which he thought sbould not only be 
charged with the drawing up of aew articies 
of organization, but. also with the duty of } 
consulting with the Chicago and Ohio River 
FS beep with a view to ascertaining 

ether or not somé plan could not be bit on 

which would fit the particular features of its 
case and commend itself to the association. 
>: J.T. R. McKay of the Lake Shore said as 
Chairman of the Freight Committee he de- 
sired to state his position. Objection having 
been made to the Chairmen of both the 
Freight and Passenger Committees being of- 
ficers of the Lake Shore road, he was ready 
to step down and out whenever the associa- 
tuon so wished. He did not wish it under- 
stood that he was retaining that position 
through any desire of his own or his com- 
pany. He had done all he couia to belp satis- 
factorily carry out the best interests of the 
associawuon, and would do so in the future 
whether Chairman of the committee or not. 
He bad no doubt that the same spirit of codp- 
eration which had been extended to him by 
the members of that,committee would be as 
cheerfully accorded tis successor, while, for 
his. part, he stood ready to show that same 
spirit to his successor which has been shown 
him, ana for which he expressed his high ap- 
preciation.

WHEREAS, Similar arrangements will also 
poe be in effect for honoring return tickets 

rom St. Paul to Chicago, for passage from Mis- 
sour: River points to other eastern and southern 
cutuways of Western States territory; 

It appears necessary, therefore, that practical- 
ly similar arrangements shall be made for hon- 
oring return tickets from St. Paul to interior 
points in Wisconsin, Iowa, Dakota, Minnesota, 
and Missouri for passage from ¢he Mussouri 
River to such original interior starting points, 

The Nationa! Educational Association has also 
requested the St. Paul terminal lines to make 
this arrangement covering interior points, and 
the St. Paul terminal lines therefore suggest the 
Ee covered by the following resolution, name-

Sesolved, That purchasers of excursion tickets 
to St. Paul, issued on account of the Educational 
Convention, sold at interior powts west and 
north of tye eastern and southern gateways of 
Western States lines, such as Milwaukee, Chica- 
go, Bloomington, Peoria, and §t. Louis, who desire 
to take western e@xcursions from St. Paul to 
Montana and Pacific Coast points. returning to

Miscellaneous Notes. 


The Chicago East-Bound Passenger Com- 
mittee yesterday completed rates and arrange- 
ments for summer tourist travel to the White 
Mountains and sea coast summer resorts. The 
rates are substantially the sameas last year. In 
a few instances there are slight reductions. 

The Freight Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association has agreed that from March 
1 tne rates on all-classes from river points above ™ 
Cincinnati.to Western points via river and rail 
shall be two cents per 100 pounds less than the 
all rail rates on the first three classes and one 
cent on the last three, and that po greater differ- 
ences be recognized by the all-rail limes. 


There was on exhibition yesterday at the 
Posey ivanie depot *‘Borner’s supplemental ad- 
justabie car-body,” an invention designed to 
convert gondola and stock cars into box cars 
when needed, The car-body on exhibition was 
placed on a gondola car of the Pennsylvania 
company Feb. 8, and has thus far transported 
four loads of miscellaneous merchandise a dis- 
tance of over 1,800 miles. A large number of 
railroad officials and supply men inspected tne 
invention, the opinion oe expressed that it 
will save the companies using 11 much money, 
inasmuch as it will enable them to load gondola 
and stock carsfrom the East instead of return. 
ing them empty te the West. 

e committee, composed of the General 
Passenger Agents of the Burlington, St. Paul, 
lilinois Central. and Wabash roads, appointed 
last week to formulate resojutions on the ques- 
tion of homeseekers’ and harvest excursion 
rates, submitted its report to a meeting of Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agents of the West- 
ern roads yesterday. The committee recom- 
mended that no action be taken on the proposi- 
tion of the trans-Missouri lines regarding home- 
seekers’ excursions, but - suggested that five 
harvect excursions be run next summer—two in 
July, two in August, and one in tem ber—and 
that the territory be limited to Denver, Chey- 
enne, Helena, and a few other points. The com- 
mittee’s report was adopted.

HOW THE APPETITE GROWS! 


The Voracity of the Tax-Eaters Exempli- 
fied by Office-Hunters. 

In the year 1884 the Legisiature provided 
that the Governor’should appoint, by the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, a new officer 
t4 be known as the New York State Dairy 
Commissioner. His salary was fixed at $3,000 
pe um, and $30,000 was appropriated to 
en to enforce the various provisions 
of the statute which created his office, and 
which was entited an act to prevent decep- 
tion in the saies of dairy products. 

Mr. Josiah K. Brown of Holland Patent, 
the Original officer under this act, still. re- 
mains as State sey Commissioner; a:id 
since his appointment he has consistently ob- 
served the maxim which admonishes. an offi- 
cer to magnify his office. There is now au 
Assistant Commissioner, and the expenditure 
of the dairy department for salaries and ex- 
perts, chemists, agents, and counsel, and all 
other expenses in prosecuting the business 
committed to its charge now amounts to 
$85,000 a year, as appears by the appropria- 
tion bill for 1889. 

There is another institution in this State 
which, nominally at least, is intended for the 
benefit of farmers no less than the depart- 
ment presided over by the State Dairy Com- 
missioner. This is the State Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Geneva. It was es- 
tablished in 1880 “for the purpose of pro- 
moting agriculture in ite various branches 
by scientific investigation and experiment,” 
and the station officers, according to 
the Legislative Manual for 1889 com- 
prise a director, a first assistant, a hor- 
ticuiturist, a chemist, a superintendent 
of «he farm, a stenographer, and a 
farmer. The original appropriauon for the 
support of the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion was $20,000 agyear for two years, and 
the expenditure has probably never been less 
than at that rate. In 1889 the sum of $20,000 
was appropriated for salaries and necessary 
running expenses. In addition to this the 
sum of $65,000 was spent in repairing build- 
ings ama making other necessary improve- 


ments, and $10,860 “for bulletins, services of- 


aherdsman and assistant, poultryman and 
clerical assistant, farm improvements, micro- 
scopical and clerical division, manure piat- 
form, poultry-house division, and piggery.’’ 
~Thus doth the State Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station grow, not only ip seif-impor- 
tance but in the burden whidh it imposes 
upon the people in the form of tioh. But 
this 1s not enough. The office of the di- 
rector is to be stili further magnified by en- 
larging his sphere of duty im preventing 
fraud in the manufacture and saie to farm- 
ers of commercial fertilizers! In 1878 the 
Legisiature passed an act rela to fertiliz- 
ing materiais, requiring the venders to affix 
@ certificate to each package of fertilizer 
soid, specifying certain particulars in regard 
to ite mapulacture and composition. Penal- 
ties were prescribed for a failure to comply 
with this requirement and for making a faise 
certificate. The statute was sim easily 
understood and applied, and_ imposed no ex- 
pense upon the State,—New York Sun, :

PROCEEDINGS BY QUO WARRANTO 
AGAINST A CORPORATION. 


The Fidelity and Casuaity Company of 
New York Said to Be Doing an Iilegal 
Basiness in Llinols—Old Boodle Days 
Recalled by = Suit Begun by Nic 
Schneider Against the ‘County—Mere 
Couples Seeking Legal Separation, 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker began quo-war- 
ranto proceedings yesterday in the Circuit Court 
against the Fidelity and Casualty company to 
compel it to show cause why it should continue 
to do business in State of Illinois. The com- 
pany was organiz New York in 1879 unaer 
the old law of 1858, permitting one company to 
handle several different kinds of insurance. It 
was the only company jncorporated under that 
law. The capital was $250,000 and the deposit 
in the State Treasury $200,000. Subsequently 
the New York Legislature so amended the law 
that several departments of! insurance were 
formed: This gave rise to a number of kinds of 
insurance companies, one to insure life, others 
to insure health (against accidents) and to guar- 
antee fidelity. A company formed under one 
department cannot do the acts authorized by the 
other. The Fidelity and Casualty company has 
been carrying on pretty nearly all these branches 
of insurance and in addition has, it is claimed, 

failed to comply with the provisions of the Lli- 

nois ingurance laws. A separate capital and a 

separate deposit for each class of insurance are 

required by the Illinois law. As the Pidelity 
company has been doing a life, accident, surety, 
steam boiler, plate glass, elevator, employés’ 
liability, and sprinkler insurance business, its 
capital should be several times $260,000, and its 
deposits proportionately increased. I+ is further 

lleged that the company also violotes the law 

use of its lack of a reinsurance reserve.

The case of Frank Price against A. B. Pull- 
man and George M. Sargent, before Judge 
Driggs, in which the plawmtiff claimed $15,000 
damages for fraudulently deeeitfully in- 
ducing the plaintiff to invest 97,000 in a mining 
claim and the Pomeroy ore pulverizer, was de- 
cided yesterday, tné jury returnmg a verdict in 
favor of the defendants, who were acquitted of 
every charge made against them. The property 
is located at Bear Guich, Minn. Price claimed 
that Pullman and Sargent, fellow members of 
the Union League Club, falsely represented that 
the claim was of great value and the pulveriser 
the greatest thing of the kind known. The de- 
fendants maintained that Price was mistaken in 
regard to the value of the claim and if the pul- 
verizer was worn out it was due to bad manage- 
meat on the part of Price.

Remuneration of the Farmer. 
LAPAYEtTTs, Ind. Feb. 24—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Verily, the Mark Tapleys are not all 
in fiction, It is true the happy-go-lucky Mark 
took optimistic views only of his own hardships 
and did not devote himself to the task of demon- 
strating how jolly and contented everybody else 
ought to be. One of the many people who think | 
that “tm rose-colored view of other men’s labors 
and their reward should be accepted as conclu- 
sive writes in Tue Tribune of the 17th inst. a 
statement of how much a ‘farmer (renter) end 
his three big, strapping, hard-working” sons 
made off of 200 acres ot land belonging to the 
writer of the letter, and that they ** were abun- 
dantly paid for their iabor.”” He says that they 
putin 100 acres of corngon which they got for 
their share 8.000 bushels, worth 28 cents per 
r bushel—#690; that they also raised 5,000 
ushels of outs worth 17 cents per bushel, and 
then figures that the renters got the outs—for 
he puts the value of the oat Lin Oe $850—mak 
the gross receipts to the renter about $1,500. 
But if the reaters gave the owner of the land 
two-@fths of the oat crop for rent, then they onl 
000 bushels at 17 ecents—$51 


even $1,200 instead of $1,500. Thus four men and 
their teams from “Feb. 15 to Dec, 1,” as he 
states it—nine and one-half months—actually 
earned $1,200. 

Now in‘nine and one-half months there are 
(twenty-six days to the month) 246 working days 
and for the four men 984 days. For this with 
their teams they received $1, or at the rate 
of $1.25 per day each, “working with 
their father early and late,” to again 
quote our cheerful optimist. Then our renters 
had nothing to do for the restof the year, save, 
perhaps, to Whittle sticks and brag of how much 
money they had made while sitti around the 
stove in the country store, their living expenses 


He compares, with a singular disregard for the 
value of figures, the case of the man working for 
$20 per month and his board with his lucky ten- 
ants. Well, $20 per month for nine and one-half 
months for eack man would amount to $190, for 
the four “stalwarts” $760, while they would be 
saving at least $8 each per month for their board, 
for the four men $304. Now add this to the cash 
wages of the farm hands and we have $1,064 
which the hired men would have received in 
money or its equivalent, leaving the tenant farm- 
ers a balance in their favor of $136, out of which 
must come board, horse feed, value of use of 
teams aod implements, and sun other ex- 
penses, to make the comparison complete. Clear- 
ly neither class has much to boast of financially, 
and the case cited being un exceptionally favor- 
able one only further demonstrates how poor is 
the farmer's reward for his labor. Comment 
might be made on the queer distinction made 
between labor and money by the,writer quoted, 
He seems to think that labor has no ‘value save 
when money is actually paid out forit, that what
